Lively Proceedings at the Morn-
ing Session of the
Oonvention,

Obstreperous Males Oan be
Talked to Death

If They Cannot Bs Convinosd.

—_——

Aftsr the battle in the opers house
Wednisdiy and & gentle repons in the
arma of Morpheus, the ladies of the
National Suffrage associstion met at
Boyd's opera house at 930 & m,
yesterday looking much refreshed,
The rain had ceased early, sudj by 8
o'slock the clouds began to dis-
appeasr and few broken gleamn
of wuplight moon dried unp the
sidownlks. The suffeagists lost none
of their zeal by the skirmish with the
young limb of the law Inst night, but
on the coutrary they had determina.
tion vividly porteayed upon their
countenances aud u relentless warfare
will bo waged., A slight engagement
on the picket lines, instoad of demor-
alizing their forces or making any of
the army weak in the knevs, had the
effcet of  oconcentrating  them
and they now propose to rally all their
forees, charge the breast-works o
the enemy and hoist the black flag,

They do not alone expect to take
captive all the enemy, but spike their
guns and hereafter diotate the policy
of this government.

A caustic editorial, eriticising not
only all of the participants, but also
Mr, Poppleton, aroused the blood ol
the speakers, and they turned their
batterios mainly upon the aseailant,

The meeting waa called to order by
Mra. May Wright Bewall,

Af er a few preliminary reports
from standing committees were had,
and further time allowed to complete
others, Miss Anthony handed in lst-
ters from their sympathizers and
others who could not be present from
all parts of the country. Among
those waas one from Mras. Carcline
Briggs, of London, Eugland, who
nsked that she have a cablegram sent
her telling the result of the November
election.

Mrs. Bones made a good report for
Dakota Territory. rd. Sewall, of
T.diana, gave a brief but favorable re-
port of her state and the work being
done. Mrs, Gouger, from Lafayette,
Ind., said the cause was the chief is.
sue beforo the people of her state, that
the democratic party had split over it
while the republican party were solid
for it; that the linea were drawn be-
tween the Hendricks whinky party and
the sober and respectable classes,
Here she took occasion to give the ed-
itor of the Herald a fow ocuts for hia
indelicate reference to the fjwomen in
the movement. Bhe msaid she hsd
thirty engagements already made
in that wstate in  behalf of
of the suffrage movement. That
while she hates the democratic party
of Indisus, she has a fellow feeling
for that party in Massachusetts, as
they have put a plank in their plat.
form demanding the right of suffrage
for woman, ra. Bewall said that
out of thirty-six journals in Indian-
apolis, one only was or?ued to them.

Mrs. McoKinney, of Iowa, made a
favorable report, but said they wanted
organization and wspeakers; (hat
they have sixty-five papers that
espouse their cause and seventeen
that fight them, and eighteen who are
nuotr&. Mra. Walt, of Kansas, said
she had nothing to roport, that they
had no state organization but one or
two county societies; she said that
Gov. Bt, John was s strong advocate
of theirs and that the republican party

had made it an insuo in
that state, Report from  Mas-
sachusettsa was not ve favorable

for effeotive work, bnt they all had
papers of Ben Butler carrying through
on the democratic wave. They re-
gard him as the leading light in that
state, although Hoar should be olaim-
od asan ally. But the men in that
state will hardly give them the right
to vote for the women are about forty
thousand majority in the state.

Nothing from Minnesota save some
lotters.

Mrs, Minor, of Missouri, said the
question in that state had been re-
sisted strongly by both men and
women, snd especislly southern
women, who were alraid of their huos-
bands.

THE DOOLITTLE CASE

The Supremes Court AMrma Her Judg-
mant Against the Btreot Rall-
way Company.

A telegram recoivad yesterday from
the clerk of the sapreme court, by W.
J. Connell, Baq., one of the attorneyn
for Mrs, W, V., Doolittle, stating that
her two replevin suita with W, W,
Marsh had been affirmed,

It will be remembered that in No-
vember, 1877, Mra. Doolitile; in at-
tompting to get off a street car at the
corner of Capitol avenue and Seven-
teenth streel, wan severely injured and
had several rihs broken, by being vio-
lently thrown againat the track, in
consequence of the driver carelessly
starting the car, which he claimed was
the result of » defective brake,

At the Fobruary, 1878, term of the
district court, Mrs. Doolittie cbtained
a judgment sgainst the horse railroad
company for §5,000, from which judg-
wment an appeal was taken to the su-
prema court, and judgment sffirmed
In the meantime Mpr. Marsh had o
chattel mortgage executed to himsell,
covering all the horses and all the
property owned by the company, not
included in & prior mortgagoe given to
accure the bonds of the company.
When Mrs. Doolittle’'s  judg-
ment  was  affiemed, her wttor-
ueys, Redisk and Coanell, directed
the sheriff to make a levy on the
horses and property mortgsged to
Marsh, claiming the morigage to
Marsh was 8 frand, and was fixed up
by Marsh and his attorney, Geo. K,
Pritchett, for the mole purpuse of de-
frauding Mra. Doolittle, aud prevent-
ing her from collecting and enforou g
her judgment. As soon aa the sheritl
made his lovy on the horses and other
property, Mr. Muarah replevined the
entire outfit irom him, and apon fiual
trial of the cases the jury found their
verdiota in favor of Mrs. Doolittle, and
judgments were enlered against Marsh
tor over §4,000.

These judgments having now been
affirmed there is nothing left for Mr,
Marsh to do but to walk vp to the
captain’s cfice and eettle. Upon pay-
ment of the judgementa in the reple-
vin suits, thero will remain a deficien-
oy on the original judgment of over
§2,000, and to realize this balance we
understand Redick & Counnell, as at-
torueys for Mra. Doolittle, propuse to
commence a suit in equity to compel
Mr, Marah to sccount for the money
and property received by him as man-
ager of the old company, and to test
the wvalidity .of the transfer of the
franchise and other property conveyed
to him.
